A few points on the right banx, from Sensor to the sea, are now occu­ 
pied by the enemy. 
The Italians have taken thousands of additional prison­ 
ers. 
Great n u l l i t i e s of material have been abandoned. 
The Austrian retreat across the Piave continues on the whole fo rty -m il* 
fro rt from Montello to the sea. 
The Italians are closely pursuing the enemy, cutting 
them 
to 
pieces. 
Infantry, cavalry, airplanes anil light artillery are co-operating in defeating 
the A ustrians’ attempted rear guard actions. 
Great num bers of the enemv 
have been wiped out and announcem ent of huge hauls of prisoners is ex­ 
pected hourly. 
All the Italian guns lost on this front last week are recaptured, accord­ 
ing to reports. 
Nine Austrian divisions (Ids,out) m em have been completely 
annihilated. 
Fifteen others have been worn out in the San Dona di Piava 
region, w here entire regim ents have been destroyed. 
The total Austrian losses in the drive are now estim ated at more 
than 
200.000. 
The Italian losses in killed, wounded and captured 
are 
only 
40.000. according to a semi-official statem ent. 
The reports indicate that Genera! Diaz seized tin* psychological mom ent 
for renewed and vigorous counter attacks along the whole river line when 
the Austrians had only two bridges of any size 
The others had been sw ept 
away bv the 
flooded waters, leaving tho enemy detachm ents on the 
west 
bank short of food and munitions and without means of obtaining reinforce­ 
ments. 
The retreat will leave the Austrians in a worse position, both militarily 
and politically, than before they started their drive a week ago yesterday. 
If they yield all the ground they captured they will have lo face their enor­ 
mous losses in man power without any concrete objective having been ob­ 
tained. 
’I his not only will have a serious effect on the a rm y ’s morale but 
will add to the already serious depression at home. 
There is considerable speculation as to (lie effect the retreat on the Piave 
will have c n the impending renewal of the Austrian drive southward from 
the* mountain area. 
It has been known for several days that the enemy had 
massed heavy forces in the m ountains preparatory to another effort to roach 
the Venetian plains. 
W hether the Piave defeat will hasten this drive as e 
diversion or will cause its indefinite postponement is problematical. 
British troops in a surprise attack south of Asiago penetrated the A us­ 
trian lines, killing more than IOO and bringing back thirty-one prisoner*. 
Ten enemy machines we're brought down, bringing their total of aerial 
losses during the drive to 95 aeroplanes and six observation balloons. 
T h e 
allies have lost eleven planes. 
Numerous squads of our bombers have crossed the river, w here our artil­ 
lery anil aircraft are ham m ering the enemy. 
Considerable bodies of our 
troops have reached the old Piave lines in large sector* and are harassing 
the enemy.

There can be 
no adequate explanation to the war- 
weary mobs in Austro-Hungary crying 
for food and peace.

Austrian Riots Indicates Na­ 
tion’s Collapse and With­

NEW YORK, June 24.—While Aus­ 
tria's collapse and withdrawal 
from 
the war cannot be fixed at any defi­ 
nite time as a result of the 
present 
disturbances in Vienna, there 
is 
no 
doubt but that the 
dual 
monarchy 
must be the next country to follow 
Russia’s example if the war contin­ 
ues long enough. 
The terrible strain of four years 
of conflict bas been weakening 
even 
to the most powerful of the belliger­ 
ent nations. 
It is impossible for any 
of them to continue fighting uninter­ 
ruptedly for an indefinite period. The 
war has entered its final phase of ex­ 
haustion, which must continue until 
the German militarists accept a dem­ 
ocratic peace. 
The power of exhaus­ 
tion will necessarily affect the least 
robust nationalities first and Austria- 
Hungary is now the weakest of all the 
great nations in the conflict. 
For this reason 
Austria-Hungary’s 
eventual collapse is inevitable if mil­ 
itarism surrenders. 
The 
inexorable 
force which is 
pulling 
Austria-Hun­ 
gary out of the Germau orbit is fo rk ­ 
ing, however, at a speed which it is 
impossible to calculate. 
The present 
rioting is apparently far more serious 
than has occurred on previous occa­ 
sions during the past 
year 
in 
the 
Hapsburg empire, but how near 
the 
people are to actual revolution cannot 
be foretold. 
A revolution is a spon­ 
taneous movement. 
Riots may con­ 
tinue for a long period without caus­ 
ing a revolution; or something may 
suddenly stir the anger of the people 
to desperation in the midst of a riot 
and a revolution may result overnight. 
If a revolution in the dual monarchy 
were to break out with the war in its 
present stage, Germany 
would 
find 
herself deserted by 
Austria-Hungary 
as the Allies were by Russia.

Orange county has been asked 
to contribute $1,000 toward a fund 
to be used for gathering data in re­ 
lation to the run-off of waters from 
the mountains that shed into the 
Santa Ana river. 
This data will 
be of great value when it comes 
to 
devising 
some 
systematic 
scheme for complete control of the 
storm waters 
of the Santa Ana 
river. 


The details of the plan as they now 
stand are indicated in a 
letter 
re­ 
ceived by the Board 
of 
Supervisors 
today 
from VV. A. Johnstone, 
presi­ 
dent of the State Water Commission. 
That letter follows: 
Dear Sir: An effort was made last 
year to bring 
about 
a 
co-operative 
study of tile precipitation, run-off, and 
ground water supply of the Santa Ana 
watershed through the United States 
Weather Bureau, United States G< o- 
logical Survey, the 
Forest Service, 
and tly? three counties on the river. 
This proposal was brought to the at­ 
tention of a number of the public or­ 
ganizations in your county. 
We de­ 
sired to present the matter to your 
body, but were unfortunate in going 
there when your Board was not in ses­ 
sion. 
The same sort of study is al­ 
ready in operation in 
Los 
Angeles 
county, and very useful and valuable 
data is being secured. 
Asking for Fund 
It is estimated that a complete in- 
I etallation of gauges and the necessary 
part of maintenance for the first year 
to be supplied by the three counties 
on the watershed would involve an 
outlay of from $12,000 to $14,not) In all, 
or about $4000 from each county. 
As­ 
sistance in caring 
for 
them 
only 
thereafter, would be needed. 
Unfortunately, or. account of diffi­ 
culties in arranging the necessary de­ 
tails for carrying this plan out be­ 
tween the departments, we were not 
able to present it until 
the 
annual 
budgets had been made up. and tin* 
loss of the citrus crop made it impos­ 
sible for the Supervisors to make spe­ 
cial appropriations for the purpose. 
Because of tile war conditions it 
seems advisable to do no more than 
make a beginning this year, and for 
this reason we are asking that each 
county provide $1000 this year to in­ 
stall the more 
important 
stations, 
with the understanding that th# money 
appropriated by one county shall not 
be used unless the other counties pro­ 
vide an equal amount, with appropria­ 
tions in succeeding years to complete 
the installations. This seems tile only 
equitable way to pro rate the cost. 
Under the co-operative 
agreement 
the Weather Bureau 
at 
Washington 
has already furnished sixteen stand­ 
ard rain gauges and two of the new 
automatic registers for installation on 
the San Bernardino Mountains. The 
most of 
these 
have 
already 
been 
placed by Dr. Carpenter, San Bernar­ 
dino county furnishing a truck and 
one of its county engineers, while this 
ollice furnished $100 
to 
defray*Dr. 
Carpenter's expenses. 
This was nec­ 
essary in order to retain these instru­ 
ments. 
Money Expected 
This matter was submitted to the 
Board of Supervisors of San Bernar­ 
dino county on Monday last by Mr. 
Ebert, the local engineer of the ll. S. 
G. S., and myself, and we feel assured 
that this appropriation will be made, 
as well as contributions from the city 
of San Bernardino and the Fontana 
Land Company. 
We have been told 
that Riverside will meet any contribu­ 
tions made by San Bernardino county, 
and we trust that we may rely upon 
your board to do the same because 
of your mutual interest in this water 
supply. 
I think that, it is needless for me to 
lH>int out to you the great advantage 
to be derived from such a co-operative 
study. 
No comprehensive scheme for 
the conservation and fullest use of the 
river’s water supply or flood control 
can be intelligently carried out with­ 
out such data assembled over a long 
period of years, and the assembling 
of such data should have begun long 
ago. Carried out under federal officers, 
this data is gathered by men expert In 
this line of work and is carried on iii 
a continuous and connected way rare­ 
ly accomplished by individuals or cor­ 
porations. 
These records are accept­ 
ed In all courts as unbiased 
and re­ 
liable in the settlement of water con­ 
troversies. 
I regret the length of this letter, but 
it is impossible lo outline the matter 
properly in a few words, and It is ne - 
essary to get the matter before you 
while you are considering the items 
of the next annual 
budget 
of 
your 
county. 
Will you not kindly make at 
least a tentative appropriation of this 
sum at once and if you desire further 
and more complete information on the 
matter I will be glad to arrange for 
representatives of the different de­ 
partments to appear before you at any 
time you may designate.

Germany i> now so busv on her 
western front that she can not spare men for the 
stiffening. 
If she does send a few divisions, they will 
be unavailing. 
The Italians are no longer afraid of 
Germans. They will beat them back as our own boys 
are doing in France. 
It would be a fine thing, for all that, to send a 
few Yankee divisions to Italy. 
O ur government is 
said to favor such a step, as evidence of our sympathy 
and solidarity with our southern allies. 
Those fiery 
Italians would fight all the better for it. and every 
American would rejoice in the knowledge that we 
shared their victorious advance. 
If we are to take the dispatches for truth—and 
evidently they are true— A u stro IIu n g ary is starving, 
sick of war, exhausted. H alf her people are rebellious, 
the other halt discouraged. 
She seems on the verge 
of going to pieces. A smashing disaster will jmt her 
out of the fighting as effectually as Russia has been 
put out. If this prediction comes true, the end of the 
w ar may be nearer than we think. 
However, we 
must be prepared to meet the situation, should the 
people of Austria Ik* held down under the heel of the 
German military program . 


SURGERY PROMISES 


Modern surgery holds out more than hope to 
soldiers and to the families waiting for them at home. 
The thing most dreaded by the American lads who 
are going so gladly to the battle front is the prospect 
of returning maimed, or badly disfigured in face. 
J he promise of modern surgery i» that this partic­ 
ular horror can and will be overcome. 
Occasional inform ation bas reached us of m ar­ 
vels perform ed in Europe during this war, of features 
remodeled, of faces built up where nearly all human 
iemblance seemed lost. 
The same things that have been done for Euro­ 
pean soldiers will be done for the Americans. 
And 
More, too, for new skill is constantly developing, new 
experim ents are being brought to successful conclu­ 
sion, new* methods are winning laurels. 
It is one of the fine things of that war that the 
wounded and crippled soldier is considered of 
much importance, that his right to return home as 
nearly whole and useful and normal as possible 
recognized by doctors and public alike. 
O ur heroes are not to be left to pity and charity 
when they have given their best for humanity. 
The 
world owes them a debt that it is willing and eager 
to pay. 
W e shall pay our part of the debt with the 
finest care that a humanely directed science can give
